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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of Applicant's Prior Art Statements, filed January 28, 
2002, and March 15, 2004, respectively. 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in the reply filed on November 4, 
2004 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the inventions have not 
been shown to lack unity of invention. This is not found persuasive because the 
inventions have been shown to have different special technical features which place the 
inventions into separate and diverse categories. The special technical feature of group I 
is the particular structure and composition of a polishing body and it's use as a polishing 
pad for polishing. The special technical feature of Group II is directed a particular series 
of steps for forming a polishing body. The special technical features of Groups I and II 
are different, thus unity of invention is lacking. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

3. Claims 16-19 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the 
reply filed on November 4, 2004. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 
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5. Claims 1-6, 8-13, 15, and 20-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
clearly anticipated by Kuramochi et al(US 6361403). Kuramochi et al('403) discloses a 
polishing body for polishing semiconductors comprising all of the subject matter set forth 
in Applicant's claims above. Note in particular, example 1 at column 1 1 , lines 6-18 
which discloses spray-drying of an aqueous slurry, and molding of the dried residue 
powder. With regard to independent claims 9, and 12 reciting a cross-linkable polymer, 
it is disclosed at column 4, lines 47-50 that various resins may be used as the matrix 
material. Crosslinking of the polymer during curing would be an inherent result of the 
curing process. 

6. Claims 1-6, 8-13, 15, and 20-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
clearly anticipated by Kuramochi et al(US 6077581 ). Kuramochi et al('581 ) discloses a 
polishing body for polishing semiconductors comprising all of the subject matter set forth 
in Applicant's claims above. Note in particular, example 4 at column 13, lines 15-41 
wherein spray-drying of an aqueous slurry, and molding of the dried residue powder is 
disclosed. With regard to independent claims 9, and 12 reciting a cross-linkable 
polymer, it is disclosed that an acrylic resin binder may be used as the matrix material. 
Crosslinking of the polymer during curing would be an inherent result of the curing 
process. 

7. Claims 7, and 14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
